The drawings are objected to because the plane upon which a sectional view is taken 
should be indicated on the view from which the section is cut by a broken line. The ends 
of the broken line should be designated by Arabic or Roman numerals corresponding to 
the view number of the sectional view, and should have arrows to indicate the direction 
of sight. In this case the cross-section line X-X should be XIX-XIX or 1 9-1 9 and the 
cross section line Y-Y should be XVIII-XVIII or 19-19.

6. Claims 23-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 23, lines 6-7, the intended scope of the 
claim is unclear because the phrase "an hermetically sealed except a shaft receiving 
hole" because it is not clear as to what is hermitically sealed, If it is the housing or the 
spaced forming member. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 23-29 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
